The liauk Note TJ 111 now before the Mouse 
ol Assembly is, it must be admitted, exceed- 
ingly tcr«a in ita Inn^unge, but inasmuch as 
some of the acts of Parliament by reason of 
their excessive verbiage have been capable of 
misconstruction, it is hardly sufficient cause 
ot objection to '.lie present act that it does 
not extend over two clauses. It will bu for 
tlio House lu decido whether or not those 
clauses are sufficient to meet the require- 
ments ol the colony. If the present bill be- 
comes law, no haul; whatever will havo the 
power of issuing notes, unless it is incorpor- 
ated by Royal Charier. Existing banks and 
those hereafter to be established, aro alike 
ejected by the act, and it will bo necessary 
for every bank not incorporated by Royal 
ohaiter, to obtain an aot from the local legis- 
lature authorizing the issue of notes before it 
can bjeome a bunk of issue. It is unques- 
tionably most expedient to prevent the unau- 
thorized issue of bank notes, but it certainly 
appears to be a restriction upon -trado to 
o impel each bank to apply (or n separate, 
act ol Parliament. Surely it would bays 
been no great stretch of legislative wisdom and 
forethought to have laid down in the origiual net 
some regulations for the management of all 
bunks of issue carrying on business in the col 
ony. So long as the available assets of a bank 
are sufficient to cover its liabilities, there 
can bo no good end gained in preventing the 
issue of a paper currency. In legislating on 
luch a matter as ibis, it is tbo duly if the 
House of Assembly to weigh well the inter- 
ests of the mercantile community, and whilst 
they studiously guard against any tampering 
with commercial credit by speculators, thsy 
must as carefully avoid placing any hindran- 
ces in tho way of the sale employment and 
investment of capital in the Colony. Situa- 
ted as Vancouver Island is in respect of the 
principal consumeis for her markets, » sub- 
stantial paper currency must be of the great- 
est assistance in facilitating exchanges and 
providing a convenient circulating medium 
between this city and Ibo mines of British 
Columbia, and all the towns aud stations on 
the route thereto. Cold dust is anything but 
a satisfactory currency, and we oannol expect 
that specie will for somo timo to come be 
ii use to any great extent for monetary 
transactions between thia cily and the mines. 
Tho banking business must naturally increase 
as the business of ihe mines increases. In 
all countries wo find that as the different 
branches of industry progress, tbo buuking 
facilities and circulation increase iu an equal 
ratio. The trade of this city has up to this 
time b en sufficient to warrant the establish- 
ment ol three banks of iEsue, the prospects 
lor the future are still more promising, and 
the very establishment of substantial banks 
of issue, will doubtless U3sist materially in 
the development of Ihe great resources of 
British Colombia, and in extending tho com- 
merce of our own city, if due and proper fa- 
cilities are afforded by tho legislature 
for tho fair operations of banking 
In some British CoUuies the princi- 
ple ol giving security to government 
against any improvident issue of notes pre- 
vails. This course, however, in our own co- 
lony, would tend to operate iu restriction of 
trade ; so much capital and property would 
be locked up in providing the securities thai 
the legitimate prolits of banking would not 
give a suitablo or sufficient return to the 
shareholders or proprietors ; it will therefore 
bo necessary for tho legislature to look 
for somo other guarantee, aud there is no 
great difficulty in providing one which will, 
in all respects, be more adapted to the re- 
quirements ol this country. Tbo publication, 
at stated intervals, of a balance sheet or ab- 
stract ol the liabilities and assets ol every bank 
of issue, under the supervision of a govern- 
ment auditor, could hardly fail to be a protec- 
tion to tho public. We are glad to notice 
that tho Bank of British Columbia have taken 
the initiative in publishing a general abstract 
of the accounts of the Bunk for the last quar- 
ter ol 1803 ; if this statement were certified 
by au impartial auditor, wo can hardly con- 
ooivc a better guarunleo to tho public against 
ttio undue issue of notes. Taken perst, thq 
publication of such statements must, so far as 
they go, provo satisfactory both to the pro- 
prietors and customers of Banks ; public 
faith is never easily shakeu where there is no 
attompt at concealment, but as a general 
principle, the bare publication of such a 
statement cannot bo accepted as a guar- 
antee : it requires tho additional security 
of a government auditor, and some bucIi 
arrangement must be.madeor provided lor ihe 
issue of notes by Banks authorised by the 
legislature of this Colony, ll would there- 
fore seem to us very desirable to add a pro- 
viso to the Bill, in order to prevent fuluru 
legislation, authorising the issue of notes by 
all bunks which publish a monthly or quar- 
terly statement of their accounts, showing 
the number of notes in circulation, and the 
other liabilities of the bank with the Capital 
and securities to meet them; such accounts 
to be verified by the Colonial Treasurer, or 
other officer appointed by Government. This 
principle might be applied equally to joint 
stock and private banks ; aud whilst it cottld 
not in any way militate against tho interests 
of either, it would be in strict accordance 
with precedents which havo been found to 
work satisfactorily, and as the publication 
has been adopted voluntarily by one of our 
banks we are Uirly assured that its opera- 
tion is believed and expected to bo benefi- 
cial to the business of tho Bank. It is true 
that Ihe Hanks of British Columbia arc not 
liabloat present to have their statements 
examined, chocked, or verified by any ono 
except their gown officers; bui it must be 
assumed that the act of publication invites 
criticism; unci although tho Bank might not 
choose to throw open their books for the in- 
spection for overy idle ane curious individual 
who might choose to avail himself of a per- 
mission to lest the accuracy of the ab- 
stract; there can, be little doubt lhat it such a 
publication bo in any way beneficial to the 
ihsreholdcrp, as we think it will prove to bo, 
the verification of the abstract by an effi- 
cient and impartial auditor, would increase 
the benefit. Tho abstract of aocount by the 
Bank of British Columbia has been published 
,t a most eeasonablo time, and we hope Ihe 
House of Assembly will act upon tho sugges- 
tion conveyed by its publication, and by ono 
act of legislation provida for the authorised 
issue ol notes by all Banks which shall 
comp lv with the requisition, of the act.

The magistrate txpa 
tinted on the vile practioe of selling liquor 
to Indians, and pointed out the evil effects of 
drink, of which he said the present ease was 
an example; be then committed the prisoner

On the following day a man named Jehu 
Duncan was charged with giving liquor loan 
Indian in the presence ol the constable and 
several other witnesses, though repeatedly 
warned by the constable against doing so, 
The Indian who is the above meutiouod 
Olephnm, w::s on his way to the schooner 
Meg Merrill ies, in which vessel he is to bn 
conveyed to Victoria, stated that Duncan was 
the man who sold him liquor when he stabbed 
Quinnis. The magistrate did noi consider 
the chaigc of felling the liquor proved, or he 
would, lie said, have fined the prisoner §250, 
or have given him six months' imprisonment 
with hard labor ; he therefore disini-;u 1 that 
charge, but fined him SiO, or in default of 
payment, two months, for having given the 
liquor to Clepham. As he could not pay the 
hue. ho loo, was tent on board tho Meg Mer- 
rillies, for passage to Victoria.

Dafries Again ! 

Wc fiul the following report of proceed- 
ings which took plaoa in the Condon Divorce 
Court, on the 13th Nov. last, before the 
Judge Ordinary, reported in lbs Timt's of the 
following day : — 

per RIBS V. DiritlES. 

Tho Queb i's Advocate and Mr. Barnard 
appeared lor ihe petitioner. 

This was a petition for a dissolution of 
marriage; on tins ground of adultery, coupled 
with cruelty. The petitioner was Iha daugh- 
ter ul Dr L i'Mert, a physician in Bedford- 
»quare, und tho respondent r.t the time of 
marriage win 11 gusmeter manufacturer, in a 
large way ol business. Thoy were both 
Jews; and they were married in June, 1860, 
li.'.it before u registrar, and then by the 
Chief Itabbi. They lived together in Tavi- 
lun street, Gordon square. Mrs. Defries 
slated that at the onil of a few lJuntba her 
husband's conduct became harsh and cruel, 
lie also became extravagant and dissipated 
in his habits, uinl took to gambling. He got [ 
into pecuniary difficulties, and at last, in Ju- 
ly, 1861, lie was made n bankrupt. Their 
establishment was then broken up, and they 
afterward,! lived with Dr. La'Mori, in Bed- 
ford square, and at Mortlake. The respond- 
ent had lormeil an adulterous connexion with 
a girl nam id Hill, ami tie had to pay her X'iO 
in order thai she might not expose him to his 
wife. He had also been guilty of somo acts 
ol violence tu his wife, and had otherwise 
treated her with cruelty. In the beginning 
of lSuT, when she was pregnant, he had 
thrown her violently against a chair, because 
she had remonstrated with him about play- 
ing at cards, In July, 1862, ho had seized 
her by the throat and tried to strangle hor 
beeau-e she told him he had not acted prop 
erly to her father. They had bad hig'i 
words about his coming home late ut night, 
and he had threatened to throw her out of tho 
window. They had a quarrel because alio 
remonstrated with him for riding on horse- 
back after bis bankruptcy. They wero then 
in hod, and his language was so offensive 
that sin' g it out of bed and sat on u chair, 
and he followed her out of bed and took hold 
of her chair, and si « fell violently on the 
ground, lu duly, 186'J, he left hor nt her 
lather's house, and in the Following month be 
sailed from Or iv 'send for Vancouver's Island, 
Dr. La'Mert :. . ; raeoivod a letter from him 
since his arrival in tho colony, confessing his 
misconduct, expressing remorse for his past 
life, and asking that ho might rut be di" 
voiced. Decreent'fi granted. 



THE PROPOSED CONGRESS. 



SAN DOMINGO. 

The La Plata brings tho following latest 
intelligence from San Domingo to tho 25th of 
Oclobor : 

Huirto flnta was burnt by the Dominicans 
on the 4lh of October. The town was on- 
lirely destroyed, excepting the warehouses 
of Messrs. Ginebra Brothers. All the mer- 
chants left wero ruined. Tho fort was held 
by 1.400 Spanish troops, under Brigadier 
Hi vera, who was anxiously awaiting orders 
from tho Spanish Government, und expect- 
ing reinforcements from llavan, h and Porto 
Rico. Tho Spanish were unable to fetch 
water for the troops from Hio San Marco, in 
consequence of the losses experienced from 
attacks of the enemy. They, however, ob- 
tained water from Samana, but with difficul- 
ty. The sanitary Ktatu of the Spanish army 
was very unsatisfactory. It was slated that 
General Varga was pushing his way to the 
capital of San Domingo, held by the insur- 
gents. General Santnna remained ia th" 
sauio position, unable to proee, d, and waiting 
lor troops and ammunition from Ihe Govern- 
ment. The. insurgents wero gaining ground, 
and it was generally thought that ihe .Spani- 
ards would be compelled ■ to abandon the 
country, i'orto Rico and Flavanah were left 
almost without troops, and it was feared the 
blecks would rise tliero also. 
OAn unpleasant feeling existed at Si 
Thomas respecting the negroes, but no out 
break was apprehended. Trade at St. 
Thomas was Buffering greatly in consequence 
of tiio Sun Domingo insurrection, and many 
merchants aro great losers. 



Gerni-uiy and Doumark. 

We read in tho Conslitutiounel : — " The 
four military commissioners charged with 
preparing the Federal execution in Holstein, 
will shortly meet. General do Moltke, the 
Prussian commissary, is instructed to make a 
proposition according to the terms of which 
a portion of tho Auiiro-Prussian corps <h \c- 
serve would cutor Holstein at Ihe same time 
as tho corp3 of execution of Saxon and II in- 
overian troops of UOOO men. The measure is 
to shield Ihe latter corps from an attack by 
the Danish iroops, whloh at any given mo- 
mont might be landed at Kiel or at Kcken- 
forde. According to a ielter Irom Berlin, 
England is endeavoring, in the eventuality uf 
a blockade of the German ports, to obtain 
the entrance of the port of Hamburg for hor 
trading vessels ; bill it is doubtful whether 
this privilege will be granled lu the British 
Government." 

A Leipsic journal say i : — '•The brigade to 
be furnished by .Saxony for the purpose of 
carrying out federal execution against Den- 
mark will consist of about 3000 men, inolu 1- 
ing infantry, riflemen, cavalry, and two bat- 
teries uf foot artillery, each with four gum. 
The troops have already received the order 
to bo in readiness, and they will be com- 
manded by Major General von Sohirnpfl in 
Leipsic. It is not yet decided who will as- 
sume tho command in lief over tho Saxon 
a d Hanoverian troops, and therefore all re- 
port" to the contrary aro incorrect. No 
orders to march have yet beon given." 

Tho official Gazette of Stockholm, in a 
loading article up in the Dano-Gorman con- 
flict says :— "It is now by no means the fault 
of Denmark if peace should bo disturbed." 



Morocco- 

Sa l news hail bean rooeivod from the coist 
of Morocco by the Hoard of Deputies ol Brit- 
ish dews. Ear from releasing the two Jowh 
still imprisoned on the charge of having been 
a ooomplioca in the murder of the lain Span- 
ish Collector ol OustOuiS ut Safli, the Spanish 
Consul has thrown into prison a Jewess, tar 
advanced in pregnancy, on no other ground 
but that she was in the habit of supplying 
the deceased with milk. The sufferings and 
tortures of these prisoners aro described as 
truly horrible. The Spanish Consul remains 
inexorable. It now appears that the Moorish 
Court, by whom the accused wero delivered 
up to tho Consul, was terrorised, and that 
tho Cadi of Safli rafused lo condemn them, as 
there was no evidence of their guilt. It fur- 
ther nppears that Spanish officials in other 
seaports of Morocco, taking Ihe cur; from the 
minister at Tangier, nro committing other 
outrages on Jews, and instigating tho Moors 
to follow their example. Several instances 
of these outrages wore brought under the no 
tico of tho Hoard. A general oulbroak of the 
Moors against the Jews oil over tho coast is 
apprehended. The lfev. the chief Habbi, in 
a puthetio lutlor to the Heard, depicted the 
dangers threatening these unfortunate peo- 
ple. Sir Moscs|Monleliore has been solicited 
by tho Hoard to uudertnke a mission to Mo- 
rocco in order to avert such a calamity. Tho 
octogenarian philanthropist has given his 
consent. It is expeotod that ho will Bet out 
for Morocco as soon as he is in reaoipt of 
letters from the Foreign Olllco. We may add 
that Earl liusaol bad on this occasion again 
ovlnoad tho humanity with which ho has at 
all times ploadsd the cause of the oppressed. 



The Moniteur publishes tho text of the 
Loiter addressed to the Sovereigns of Europe 
by the Emperor of tho French, proposing a 
geueral Congress 10 settle tho affairs of Eu- 
rope The translation is ns follows: — 

'• Most High and Most Illustrious Sover- 
eigns I'rinces and Free Towns which consti- 
tute the High German Confederation : 

" In presence of the events which every 
day arise and become urgent, I deem it indis- 
pensable to express myself without reserve 
to the Sovereigns to whom the destiny of 
nations is confided. 

" Whenever suvere shocks havo shaken 
the bases and displaced tho limits of Stutos, 
solemn transactions have taken place to'ar- 
range tho new elements, and to consecrate 
by revision the accomplished transformations, 
Such was the object of the treaty of West- 
phalia in tho 17ui century, and of the nego- 
tiations at Vienna in 1812. It is on this lat- 
ter foundation that now reposes the political 
edifice of Europe ; and yet, as you are aware, 
it is crumbling away on all sides. 

11 II the situation of the different ^countries 
be attentively considered, it is impossible not 
to admit that the Treaties of Vicuna upon 
almost all points are destroyed, modified, 
misunderstood, or menaced. Hence, duties 
without rule, rights without title, und pro- 
tensions without restraint. The danger is so 
much the more formidable beciuse the im- 
pr. vements broughl about by civilization, 
which has bound nation! together by the 
identity of material interests, would render 
war still more destructive. 

" This is n subject for serious reflloction ; 
lei a. not wait before deciding on our course 
for sodden and irresistible events to disturb 
our judgment and carry us away despite our- 
selves iu opposite directions. 

•• I therefore propose to you to regulate tho 
present and secure 1I10 fulura in a Congress. 

"Called to the throne by Providence and 
the will at the French people, but trained in 
the school of adversity, 1 am perhaps bound 
less than any other to ignore tho rights of 
the Sovereigns and the legitimate aspirations 
of nations." 

"Therefore I am ready, without any procon- 
eoived system, to bring to an International 
Council the spirit ol moderation and justicu, 
the usual portion of those who have endured 
so many various trials." 

" If I lake the initiative in such nn over- 
tare, I do not yield to an impulse of vanity ; 
but us I nrn (he Sovereign to whom ambi- 
tious projects aro most attributed, I have it at 
heart 1 1 prove by this frank and loyal step 
that my t-ole object is to arrive without a 
shock at the pacification of Europe. If this 
proposition lie favorably received, I pray you 
accept Paris us the place of meeting." 

"In case tho I'rinces, allies and friends of 
France, should think proper to heighten by 
their presence the authority of the delibera- 
tions. I shall be proud to offer them my cor- 
dial hospitality. Europe would seo, perhaps, 
some advantage iu the capital Irom which tbo 
signal for subversion basso often been given, 
becoming the seat of tho Conferences des- 
tined (o lay tho bases of a general pacifica- 
tion." 

"I take advantage of this opportunity to 
renew to you the assurance of my sincere at- 
tachment and of the lirely interest which 1 
tuke in Ihe prosperity ol the Stales of tho 
Confederation. Whereupon, most high and 
illustrious Sovereign Princes, and Free States 
which constitute tho most exalted Germau 
Confederation, I pray God to have you in 
Uia holy keeping. 

"Written at I'uri3 on tho 14th of Novem- 
ber in tho year of grace lt>G.'j."

MEXICAN NEWS. 

We (AUa) are indebted lu (ho Echo du 
Pacijique, for tho following Mexican intelli- 
gence, received by tho steamer Constitution : 

The latest dates Irom the Oity of Mexico, 
are to llio Kth of Dec. Tho Frouch troops 
had entered Morolia, the capital of the Statu 
of Michoacan, without opposition, on tho 
30th Nov. Gen. Borthicr had occupied Ac- 
umbaro and Gen. Buzaine was at Celaya. 
where Commonfott was assassinated ; Gen, 
Donui waa at Salamanca, and Mojia occu- 
pied San Miguel Do Alleude. 

Ii was staled that the ■) uarisis abandoned 
the defence of Morelia without an ellorl. 
Juarez and his Ministers aro said to have left 
for Durango. Gen. Bazaine had concentra- 
ted 12,000 troops at Celaya, and Gen. Donai 
was at Salamanca, sixteen leagues from 
Guanajuato. It is stated that tho Spanish 
a 11 1 Holland Governments had recoguized 
ihe uew Mexican Government. 

Tho Socieddd ol Mexico gives the follow- 
ing additional particulars of tho death of 
General Comonfort : 

'•The ex -President was travelling to Colaya 
in a wagon, in company with M. Estanislas, 
his private secretary, and Mossrs. Velasquai, 
bis nephew, and De Cerda of Tamaulipaj, 
his aide. His carriage was preceded by ton 
outriders and billowed by an escort of 100 
dragoons, but owing to a lack of confideueo 
iu their commanding oliioer, llioir weapons 
were not charged. When his carriugo 
reached tho neighborhood of San Juan de 
Dins, the travelers hoard tho reports of Pre- 
arms, which indicated that tho enemy oposed 
them. Gen. Commonfort and his aides-de- 
camp resolverl to defend themselves, mounted 
horses, dispatching M. Caiiedo to bring up 
the escort. The details of tho combat are 
not known. All that is known, is, that the 
remains of Gen. Comonfort, rescue 1 by his 
companions, were carried to San Miguol De 
Allondo, whoro they wore interred, after 
being embalmed, with all the honors of war. 
Young Velasquez, his nephew, died bravoly 
defending his chief, It is statod that Gen. 
Negrete bad succeeded (Jonimonfort as Min- 
ister of war of Juarez." 

Almonte's family had arrived e,t Vera 
Cruz, where thoy wero recoivod with all tho 
marks of distinction. The French soldiers 
had learned to eat tortillas, and consequently 
were dufait in all las cosas de Mcjico, 

Tho French nre rapidly acquiring tho 
idiom of tho country, and if sufficient rein- 
forcements nro sent they will soon gallicira 
what lillle of the Hidalgo is left with the 
Mexican. 



,\ I'uNiyi'M DiHfl or TRiiRQjRAprj, — Minis- 
ter Clay writes from St. Petersburg to a gen- 
tleman in Washington : "Thoy have granted 
mo a telegraph liuo chatter, tho linu to run 
from the mouth o( tho Amoor River to 
Amoriou. J t will qnito nil the aontinenls 
and bo U10 great work of tho age. It will 
illuatrato my mission to this country."— 
American Paper. 



Tbb"Wabbior. ' — The London Times gives 
tho following account of the condition of tho 
Warrior: The ship's bottom, as sho now 
lies in dock, has tho appearance of n wcll- 
m«do thrummed-mat, being covered with a 
fine crop of tnft-weed, which must have 
grown at the rate ol about throe-quartors of 
an inoh por month Bince the ship has bean 
afloat to reach its present condition. The 
vitreous sheathing had less of this weed upon 
it than llio compositions, and they huvo ath 
herod to the ship's bottom with two excep- 
tions. It is impossible, however, to say how 
far Ihcso small plates (which aro about 
twelve or fourteou inches in length, i n 1 
about four inches iu width, and ore attached 
to thedehip's bottom by hot.ccmen!) have pro- 
tected the iron until they have beon removed, 
nnd, tho surface has been laid bare und ex- 
amined. Tho same remark will also apply 
to llio compositions, for there are signs of 
corrosion over the linos of rivet heads at tho 
ship's bowa that require to be very closely 
looked into, There ars existing indications 
ol mischief of the rivet heads at the bows ol 
the ship to warrant a careful soraping and 
examination of overy part of tho ship's bot- 
tom from keel to water line.

JAPAN. 

THE QUSSTIOS or KXCLOSIOff, 
On 24th September tlmir Excellencies D. 
tie Grr-afr vou Polesbrock, the Minister for 
the Netherlands, and G :u. Pruyn, ihe Uuiied 
States .Minister, received au invite to attend, 
•n the following .Monday, a conference with 
tue U iroi^is, at the house of the Governor of 
Yokohama, neur this place, and had we bo- 
h"Ve, agreed to attend, but early on the fol- 
1 wing Sunday morning wero requested to 
alio* tho appointment to be transferred to 
Ve.ldo. Accordingly on Monday llio two 
.Ministers proceeded to Yeddo in M. N. M.'s 
ti igate Medusa. 

Immediately after arrival they wore con- 
ducted into the presence of the Ourogio, with 
who.'ii wero all tha members of the Seco.ul 
Chamber, also the Governor ol Nrigosaki, 
(who has just arrived here) and other high 
olheials. We hear that in the demeanor of 
these officials a marked change, a sort ol 
dogged civility, rather than that a : parenlly 
beany courtesy which generally has hiiherlo 
been rather tho noticeable feature, was pre- 
vailing throughout. ' 

The conversation commenced by u very 
important communication from the Gorogio: 
" Tno order of expulsion issued by and 
through Ongassawaru was retracted." Aftnr 
s iroe ordinary hesitation, however, the real 
gist ol the sought interview came out. "But 
said tho Gorogio, "if trade continues 10 he 
carried on in Yokohama, a revolution will 
eusiia in ihe country, therefore the trade 
must be transferred to Nagasaki and flako- 
dadi." 

Tha Ministers naturally asked if llio Gov- 
ernment were not able to put down such revo 
Intion which they said threatened the 
country. 

Tho Gorogio answered " It was a very 
creat shame to Japan, but they could not." 
The Gorogio further added that lley had ap- 
pointed two Plenipotentiaries (one of whom 
is Takunsto (Cai-no-kami, the other our in- 
formant did not know, but believes to be a 
very young governor.) to toll the Ministers of 
Foreign Powers why foreigners must leave 
Yokohama, and lo negotiate the terms of 
their leaving. 

Tho Ministers expressed their great sur- 
prise t' al on a subject of such vast impor- 
tance llio (iorogio had not communicated to 
the Hritish and French Ministers, to which 
tho Gorogio replied that they had communi- 
cated first with the representatives of Hol- 
land and the United Slates, because llio 
country had first intorcourso with thoso na- 
tions. The Ministers, upon ibis, both re 
plied that they should, of course, report this 
conversation to their respective govern- 
ments. 

The Gorogio — " But, cannot the Ministers, 
or any of ihem, consent lo giva up the set- 
tlement at Yokohama, without consulting 
their Governments 1 Foreigners could go 
lo Nagasaki, and ihen Ihe tieaties would re- 
main in force. Tho treaties with foreigners 
has only bean made as an experiment to 
se» if trade with foreigners would answer 
for Japan." 

Tho Gorogio, being nskod whnt sreps had 
been takon towards bringing tho Prince of 
NangatO ,to punishment for his recent at- 
tacks upon foreign vessels, answered : " Noth- 
ing yet was don«, but they were busily en- 
gaged in this matter. In Japan these things 
coul. I not be done at once ; it was Japauoso 
cuitom to do these things more quietly." 

Tho high oflieers present wero Mnlzocno 
hloemi-'.io ICami, Itakoela Soewono Kama, 
(who was tho principal spokesman,) Mow- 
oye Kawasiuo Karnia, and .Mima Too torn i 
no-Kara i .

CircaBsdn. 
Intelligence from Soukum Kale, says : — 
" You are, of courso, aware that Sohamyl, 
some years back, forgetting his brilliant ca- 
reer, accepted a seraglio and u pension of 
1,500 roubles per mouth Irom Russia, which 
he now enjoys al Kaluago. He had then, as 
lieutenant, .Mahomet Emin, who hail been at 
St. Petersburg, where he whs well received 
by the Emperor. He is now iu the Turkish 
territory, and the chief mountaineers, having 
heard that ho wishes to return to Circassia, 
have intimaied to him that if lie does so, il 
will be al his own peril, us they cannot con- 
sider him anything but a Russian employe." 

Tut Confederate Cruisirs. — Tho arrival 
of the Vanderbilt at the Capo seems to have 
been the signal for the Confederate cruisers 
to quit the field, fur we find the Georgia mak- 
ing oil' at onee for tho West Indies, the Tus- 
caloosa spoken apparently making also in 
that direction, and the Alabama, by letters 
received by the last mail, seems to have as 
speedily stood to the eastward, for when the 
Bteamer left Galle her proximity to that port 
was anything but pleasant to the numerous 
fleet of American vessels both there and at 
Colombo. Tho mail steamer Shuuloe, which 
arrived at Colombo from Bombay on the 30lh 
Seplumber, was chased by the Alabama, but 
on British colors being hoisted sho stoad 
uway. It is reported she is cn route for thina 
waters. Tho depredations ol these cruisers 
in various parts of the Atlantic lorced Aineii- 
can vosseis to take to the more gonial climes 
of Indin und China, and at the present time 
a large flout is in the various eastern polls 
dliviog a (irs'-rate trade, principally, howev- 
er, between Hong Kong and San Francisco. 
It is reported that another Co u federate cruis- 
er is in company wilh the Alabama, but 
this is improbable, as the only ono unac- 
counted for ia the Tuscaloosa, and sho, when 
last heard of, was well to north ward and 
westward of the Capo. The next Brazil 
mail will doubtless bring us some aucountof 
her movements. Tho Georgia, Confederate 
steamer, arrived at Cherbourg on Friday 
evening for coals and supplies, This arrival 
gives credence to the report that she, in 
company with the Florida, intended cruising 
again in the Atlantic. The Federal cruiser 
Keariage is on the look-out for the Georgia. 
Tho Kcursnge called at Roche's Point on 
the 2nd, and, after calling at Cork, she will, 
no doubt, start for Cherbourg. 

Murder of a Ship's Ciikw by Piiiatp.s. 
— A telegram, anouooing the perpetration of 
a horrible bulchery in the China seas, was 
received ut Liverpool on the 10th alt., from 
Suez, iu anticipation of the India and China 
mail. It nppears that the Liverpool ship 
Panama, Cupt. Johnson, while on the passage 
from Hong Cong to Falmouth, had been 
captured by piratos in tho China seas ; that 
tho Captain, officers nnd crow had beon bru- 
tally murdered; and that the ship was nllcr- 
wards burned by the Chinese. Pending the 
arrival of tho mail, wo are at present without 
any further particulars of this fearful trage- 
dy. Tho Panama was a now vessel, and was 
built for the Liverpool and China trade in 
1862. She was owned in Liverpool by Mr. 
J. Malcolm, and was a very fino clipper ves- 
sel of 290 tons register, and classed A I at 
Lloyds, for four yea-s. The Panama sailed 
on her first voyage to China on the 30th Oc- 
tober, 1882, and arrived out safe. After 
loading at Hong Kong she started on her 
homeward voyago to Falmouth, whoro sho 
was to call lor orders. On her passage 
down tho Chino seas sho was overhauled by 
theio bloodthirsty pirates, with tho result 
stafed above, Somo doubt existed on tho 
reoeipt of the telegram as to tho oamo of the 
ship. Somo said It must ho the Parana, 
Cuptain Morrish, likewise from [long Kong ; 
but, on inquiry, wn find that that vessel hud 
calledat (Macao on hor homeward voyago, 
and had afterwards sailed (or Europe, all 
well, whioh is conclusive ovidenco that eho 
is not Ihe vessel destroyed.

Vancouver Island, Ironi and alter the 
final passage ot this By-Law, a Tex of One Hall of 
One per Cent, per annum on the market vaiu- 
tbereol lor the current year, and tu be paid lor the 
use of the Ma, or and Corporation ol the City ot 
Victoria. 

2nd. Provided always that the Real Estate Tax 
now due under this By-Law. shall be tor the year 
terminating ou the 31st dav ol December, IMS; uiul 
the amount ol Real Estate Tax to be levied under 
this By-Law for shall be ut the rale ol U Sths ol 
one per centum, and payable od or bttore the lit 
day ol October. 1804. 

3rd. Provided always, that the Assessments on 
Real Estate upon which the said fax shall be levied 
and collected shall been the sumu valuation as 
assessed under the piovlslous ol tue Real Estate 
Tax Amendment Act. lHoi: 

4th. A certified copy of the Government Assess- 
ment Roll shall be deposited at the City Council 
Chambers, with thu Otcrk Ol the Council ; and in 
the said Roll, In « separate column, and opposite to 
the name and amount ol the Government Assess- 
ment shall be Inserted the amount ot the Municipal 
iux. 

6th. All monies due under the provisions of this 
l!y Law shall tie paid at the City Council Chambers 
to the Clerk ol the Council. 

Cth. It the amount assessed In respect of any 
real estate, be not paid at 'he City Council Chamb- 
ers, lu the Clerk ol the Council.
